Newark, Olio, July 11—Before he 
had been in office an hour this eve- 
ning, J. N. Ankele, the vice mayor, ele- 
vated to the office of chief executive of 
Newark, Itcllowirng the suspension of 
Mayor Harbert Atherton by Governor 
Harmon, had summarily removed Chief 
of Police Zergeibel and Police Captain 
Robert Bell.

Since Colonel Roosevelt has thrown 
himself into the thick of the fight, and 
since Governor Hughes has shown no 
intention of relinquishing his place on 
the supreme court bench to run again, 
the deduction is made that, with the 
governor out of it, the colonel will be 
compelled to conduct the fight which 
he has made his own by becoming in 
person the active leader of the so- 
called “progressive” republicanism of 
the state.

The New York Situation. 

The mention of the New York sit- 
uation was incidental to a talk on gen- 
eral politics by the president and Mr.

In Blistering Sun, Heavy 
Marching Order Gives Men

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 11.—(S8pe- 
cial.)—The Fifth Georgia began get- 
ting here today, and, if the past is 
any indication, the boys from Atlanta 
whe are now at Chickamauga park 
are to have things coming their way 
ir. large, unbroken doses. 

One of the two battalions which the 
Atlanta campanies makgp up was én 
route to Chickamauga practically the 
whole of the day, due to a wreck, 
while the other three companies were 
marooned for more than an hour with- 
out interruption in the broiling hot sun 
immediately after reaching the park. 
They were completely fagged out when 
the site where the camps were to be 
pitehed was reached. 

The First battalion left Atlanta 
something more than forty minutes be- 
hind the Third. The Third went by 
the Seaboard, while the First took a 
Western and Atlantic special. The 
Third battalion, made up of compa- 
nies K, L and M, came through with- 
out mishap, and almost on scheduled 
time. It was landed at Lytle, Ga., 
some three miles from the place se- 
lected for the fifth encampment, and 
immediately afterwards began their 
hour’s “hike.” 

March in Broiling Sun. 

It was shortly after 2 o’clock when 
the march started, and the. thermom- 
eter was standing close to 96 in the 
shade. The men were in heavy march- 
ing order, carrying, besides their guns 
and side arms, their blankets, ponches, 
tents and haversacks. 

After two weeks of rain, the sun 
had been shining for about three days 
and the dust on the short roads lay 
ankle deep in places. Over these roads 
the route lay. The enlisted men 
sweated and swore; the officers per- 
spired and cursed mildly, while a brace 
of unfortunate newspaper correspond- 
ents all but collapsed. Before camp 
was reached there were quite a num- 
ber of stragglers from each of the 
companies, and all of the men so nearly 
completely fagged at the end that 
the pitching of tents was postponed 
for some time. No effort to have the 
members of the Fifth take any part 
in the maneuvers was madé during the 
afternoon, but the real work will be- 
gin in earnest tomorrow morning. 

Camp Conditions Improve. 

Tomorrow routine work will be done. 
No problems will be worked out until 
the latter part of the week. Meanwhile, 
the militia will be imstructed under 
the supervision of regular officers. 

Camp conditions are somewhat im- 
proved over last week. Bright weather 
and sunshine for the past few days 
have done the camp sites good. Still it 
will take several days to get them in 
what would be considered good san- 
itary condition. The Fifth Georgia in- 
fantry, that was scheduled to, occupy 
the site vacated Sunday night bythe 
Florida infantry, was transferred to a 
different site, upon the urgent request 
of General Anderson. The Florida site 
was considered the worst in camp. The 
Floridians had twenty-five sick men 
from camping on it four days.

AND ITS VALUE TO PUBLIC 


Relative to the proposal to found a 
state museum for the preservation and 
exhibition of articles illustrating Geor- 
gia's resources and industries, State 
Geologist S. W. McCallie, curator of 
the State museum, has prepared the 
following article: 


A museum, according to Dr. George 
B. Goode, for many years head of the 
Smithsonian institution, is an institu- 
tion for the preservation of those ob- 
jects which best illustrate the phe- 
nomena of nature and the works of 
man, and the utilization of these for 
the increase of knowledge and for the 
culture and enlightenment of the 
people. Such an institution is the very 
best medium possible for the adver- 
tisement of a state's resources and 
tne education of the people. As a 
permanent investment, it is one ofthe 
beet possible for a state to make, as it 
will, in a short time, more than pay 
for its original outlay in the upbuild- 
ing and development of the state. 

A museum, if possible, should occupy 
the ground floors of a building espe- 
cially d@esigned for that purpose, in 
order that it may be easy of access. 
thus snsuring the greatest number of 
visitors. Specimens for exhibits should 
be seen to the best advantage, 
a museum should, therefore, be well 
lighted. both from skylights and from 
side windows. The halis should be 
high and imposing. with wide aisies, 
fn order to give a striking effect. The 
partitions In the matin halls should be 
moveable screens, so that they may be 
chanzed as the exhibits enlarge. 

Tt goes without saying that, in the 
case of Georgia, which has such a 
great variety of building material. the 
State museum should be constructed 
of Georgia products. This within it- 
self would be a great acvertisement 
fo- the atructural material of the 


state, and would do much toward an- 
swering the argument ~ often urged 
against the Georgia building stone, 
namely: “If your building stone is so 
fine, why did you not use it in the 
construction of your state capitol?’ 
The State museum, at present ie-

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President Slaton Casts 
Deciding Vote. 


Are 
Made by Thirteen Members 
of Senate Who Take Advan- 
tage of Their Right to Ex- 
plain Their Votes on Tax. 


President Slaton cast the deciding 
vote in the senate yesterday on the 
resolution to indorse the income tax 
amendment to the federal constitution. 

By a vote of 23 to 18 the senate went 
on record as favoring a ratification of 
the amendment. This is a constitutional 
majority and the resolution was adopt- 
ed. Had President Slaton declined to 
vote, or. voted “no,” the resolution 
would have been defeated. 

The day was given up to impassion- 
ed speech-making, and the usual hour 
of adjournment found the roll call in 
progress. Thirteen members of the 
senate took advantage of their right 
to explain their votes. 

Vote on Imrome Tax. 

The vote was as follows:

Not Voting—Calhoun and Price. 

The motion of Mr. Burwell calling 
the previous question on the income 
tax resolution of Mr. Jackson was a 
surprise, as it was thought Mr. Bur- 
well would make an extended speech 
in opposition to the resolution: His 
motion prevailed, and ‘the main ques- 
tion was then put. 

On the motion to adopt his resolu- 
tion, Senator Jackson claimed the 
twenty minutes allowed the author or 
chairman of the committee favorably 
reporting a bill to explain it. 

In his speech he attacked the sen- 
ators on the other side, saying they 
were strange democrats who would 
oppose a measure which leading demo- 
crats for twenty years had favored. 
He taunted them with being out of 
line with Bryan and Cleveland and 
Tilden, all of whom had declared in 
favor of an income tax provision. 

“The: men who are opposing this 
resolution are either ignorant or they 
are wilfully deceiving you, and in 
either event they are dangerous,” said 
Mr. Jackson, 

He yielded the remainder of his time 
to Senator W. F. Slater, of the first. 

Mr. Slater said the right of the gov- 
ermment to tax incomes was never 
doubted until the question was raised 
in the Poliock case. 

In rendering the decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States in 
that case, Mr. Chief Justice Fuller said 
the tax might be laid, but would have 
to be apportioned among the states in 
proportion to population. 

Only three minutes were consumed by 
Mr. Slater and then the call of the roll 
began. 

Abuses of the Tax. 

Senator Burwell, when his name 
was called. indulged in a passionate 
and eloquent speech on the abuses 
whick might be permitted under 
income tax amendment. 

“You may do something today, sen- 
ators, that will last for ages. This 
amendment gives the federal govern- 
ment the right to tax your children 
for years to come. Once this amend- 
ment is added to the constitution, you 
know it is hardly possible’ to have it 
repealed. If it brings injury to your 
children you have no redress under 
God Almighty’s heaven. This is not a 
democratic measure. It will enable 
congress to lay a tax upon the wages 
of the day laborer as well as the in- 
come of the millionaire.” 

He referred sarcastically to the sen- 
ator from the twenty-first (Mr. Jack- 
son) as being all-wise and all-pa- 
triotic, and said if the country could 
be assured that such a man would al- 
ways be in power it might be safe to 
trust congress with the right to lay 
such a tax, but he doubted if men like 
Sehator Jackson could always be found 
for the office of president. He also 
insisted that under the amendment, 
the instrumentalities of state and mu- 
nicipal governments could be taxed. 


Griffith Makes Speech. 


Senator Griffith was the next speak- 
er. He contradicted about everything 
that Senator Burwell had said: insist- 
ing that the amendment would result 
In great good. He said it was a demo- 
cratio measure, and had the support 
of almost al] the democrats in con- 
gress; that the democratic party had 
been clamoring for such a tax for 
years. 

He then referred to the decision in 
which the supreme court in the case 
of Pollock against the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, réversed itself anda 
held an income tax unconstitutional. 
He said one judge changed his mini 
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overnight, and the court, by a ‘bare 
majority of one, held against the con- 
stitutionality of the law. 

Senator Griffith asked those whv 
would turn down the amendment be- 
cause it was proposed by a republicsn 
congress, would also fepudiate the 
rural free delivery service for which 
Georgians in congress had contendeé, 
because it was first put into actual 
operation under a republican adminis- 
tration. He reminded senators that 
republican members of congress had 
to go before their people to secure re- 
election, and if they imposed an unjust 
tex it would react upon these members 
immediately. ‘ 

Comés From Their Pockets. 

He reminded his hearers that the 
people of Georgia were already cor- 
tributing to the support of the national 
government, and that the money was 
taken out of their pockets just as 
surely as though by direct taxation. 

Congress should be given this power, 
he said, more particularly because of 
the element of strength it would be 
in carrying on the government in times 
of national danger when enemie3 
threatened. In such a time this tax on 
the wealth of the country might be 
the salvation of the republic. 

He insisted that in his opinion it 
would be a club to beat down high 
protective tariff rates. The money 
which would be received from this 
source would remove one argument in 
support of the tariff tax—that it was 
needed to obtain revenue. 

In conclusion, he insisted with great 
earnestness that it was essentially a 
democratic measure, and in the inter- 
est of the poor of the country, whereas 
the protective tariff was primarily tm 
the interest of the wealthy. 

Irwin Grows Eloquent. 

All the flowers on the tree of rheto- 
ric were shaken off by Senator Irwin 
and flung in prodigal profusion over 
the senate chamber, when he began 
his address against the amendment. 
He plucked illustrations out of all his- 
tory, sacred and profane; made use of 
Adam, Cicero and Benedict Arnold in 
decorating his figures of speech, and 
called down the everlasting heavens to 
witness that he opposed the resolution 
end predicted dire calamities if it 
should prevall. 

Senator Thompson, in an earnest 
speech in support of the amendment. 
said the reference to Cicero in Senator 
Irwin's speech opposing the amendment 
vas unfortunate. In Cicerojg day 14.- 
000 men owned the city of Carthage, 
he said. This was the most populous 
and wealthy city the world had seen 
up to that time. But on the day Cicero 
died 300,000 of the city’s poor were fed 
at the public expense to keep them 
from starvation. 

Senator John Johnson said he fa- 
vored the income tax when he was 4 
repulist, and he favored it now that 
he was back in the democratic ranks. 
Senator Kemp thought it would be a 
means of reducing the tariff. 

Senator Longley delivered a lecture 
of Senator Jackson, the author of the 
amendment, that was none too gentle. 
He referred to him as “pugnacious,” 
as probably the only man on the floor 
who had given any study to the sub- 
ject and who understood it; as one 
who abrogated to himself wisdorn 
superior to that of Jefferson, Jackson, 
Toonibs, Herschel V. Johnscn and 
Stephens. 

The opposition senators, said Senator 
Mathews, would have a hard time ex- 
plaining their votes to their constitu- 
ants unless they relied upon Bob 
Toombs’ famous statement that it was 
“a damn fool vote,” and let it go at 
that, 

Aldrich Opposed Tax. 

Senator Slater urged senators not t» 
forget that Senator Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, high priest of protection, had 
opposed the income tax amendment, 
and had secured an unfavorable vote 
against its ratification on part of the 
legislature of Rhode Island. Senators 
Sellers and Womble also explained that 
they were democrats, which they 
though sufficient explanation for their 
votes for the resolution, 

In beginning his addreSs President 
Slaton referred to the embarrassment 
under which he labored in being called 
upon to decide the question. He said 
this feeling was accentucted by the 
uniform courtesy shown him hy all the 
members of the senate. 

“But if I did not do my duty when 
called upon, I would not be worthy of 
that confidence,” he said 

“One of the great menaces which 
confronts any legislative body is reck- 
iessness in appropriations,” he contin- 
ued, and reminded legislators that

Resolution Made Special 
Order in the House. 


Voted Upon in the House 
This Morning---Anderson, of 
Chatham, Argues Against 
the Resolution. 


With a warm attack upon Editor 
Seely and The Georgian, in answer to 
an editorial charging them with fili- 
bustering against the passage of the 
compulsory education bill, in which 
both Mr. Hardeman, of Jefferson coun- 
ty, speaker pro tem., and Mr. Baker, of 
Lumpkin county, took part under ques- 
tions of personal privilege, as a pre- 
lude, the house got down to business 
yesterday morning for the fourth week 
of its session. 

Some new bills were passed; Mr. 
Sheppard, of Sumter, obtained recon- 
sideration of the defeat last week of 
the bill to authorize the secretary of 
state to confer power of trust com- 
panies on certain corporations charter- 
ed by the superior court, and then the 
house resumed its long-continued talk- 
fest about the income tax resolution. 

This is the resolution of Mr. Slade, 
of Muscogee, which seeks to ratify on 
the part of Georgia the constitutional 
amendment which congress has pro- 
posed to the state legislatures, giving 
congress the authority to levy an in- 
come tax in its discretion. 

Mr. Lovejoy, of Troup, was the first 
lution. 

From Rich and Poor. 

Mr. Lovejoy pointed out that what 
revenue the federal governmegt now 
gets from the tariff is collected from 
rich and poor alike—from everybody, 
regardless of wealth. “This income tax 
is simply an additional method for 
the collection of revenue—but collec- 
tion from the wealthy according to 
their riches, and from the poor in pro- 
portion to their ability to pay it,” said 
he. “Congress can even now levy an 
income tax on the salary of the poor 
'man—on everything, in fact, except on 
the investments of the rich in real 
@state and stocks and bonds. And it 
is to give them that authority over the 
rich man’s investments that this 
amendment is intended.” Mr. Lovejoy 
said that the republican party has al- 
ways fought the tax, and the demo- 
cratic party has always defended it, 
and that no democrat can consistently 
vote against the resolution and ob- 
serve the traditions of his party. He 
said that most of the revenue derived 
from the proposed tax would come 
from north of the Mason and Dixon 
line, 

Anderson Against Resolution. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, argued 
against the resolution, going into every 
phase of the comprehensive subject, 
and quoting from many authorities. 

“Adopt this resolution, and what 
‘happens?” he demanded. “At the very 
moment that the federal government 
begins to levy a tax on incomes, the 
| States disappear, legislatures disap- 
| pear. The government is then author- 
ized to ignore state lines and deal di- 
rect with the individual.” Mr. Ander- 
son denied that congress now has any 
authority to levy any income tax. He 
referred to the state's gift of the pow- 
er over interstate commerce to the 
federal government, and said that the 
government is using that power far 
| beyond the dream of any of the states 
'when they delegated it. “The states 
}are now deprived from any relation 
whatever with interstate commerce,” 
said he. “They cannot evén pass a law 
which in any way can be supposed to 
affect it.”

Amsawer by Mr. Hardeman. 

Rising to a question of personal 
privilege, Mr. Hardeman said: 


“The gentleman's reputation (refer- 
ring to the editor of The Georgian) 
has been such that his misstatement 
with reference to my conduct would 
Zo unnoticed as beneath the dignity 
of a respectable member of the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia. But when 
that gentleman attempts to take the 
affairs of the state of Georgia into his 
hands, in his effort to bring into dis- 
repute and bring untruthful charges 
against the members of this house, 
and make statements not borne out 
by the records and absolutely false, 
I rise to a/’question of personal priv- 
ilege.” 

Referring to his gpeech on Saturday 
which provoked The Georgian’'s at- 
tack, Mr. Hardeman said Mr. Baker, of 
Lumpkin, did not know he intended 
to speak, and there was no agreement 
between them.

BRecause this bill failed to pass, the 
editor of The Georgian. thinking that 
this house has to submit to his dicta- 
tion as to how the affairs of Georgia 
shall be conducted, savs that I ‘fili- 
bustered’ to help prevent~ its 
meht He knew that 
and wilfully and recklessly false when 
he made the statement. 

“And he makes a deliberate and 
wilfull misstatement of fact with ref- 
erence to the county of Jefferson.

|WINTER WHEAT MOVING 
IN LARGE QUANTITIES 


Fine Showers in the Spring 
Wheat Crop Regi Prices 
Decline Over Two Points. 


Chicago, July 11.—Winter wheat be- 
gan woving to market today on a 
large scale. Simultaneousiy. rain was 
drenching the spring crops, which is 
yet to be harvested, and which has 
long been at the merey of drought. 
Prices here responded with a net de- 
cline of 1%c to 2%c. Other staples 
also showed losses—corn % @1% @2c. 
Oats. Sc to %c, and hog products 6c 
to 26c. 

Assertions were freely voiced that 
today’s developments seemed to indi- 
cate sat'sfaction of farmers with pres- 
cnt prices for wheat, even if some 
speculators thought otherwise, and 
notwithstanding that quotations at this 
time a year ago were much higher. 
Primary receipts today egearemated 
781,090 bushels, against 231,000 bush- 
els twelve months previous. The big 
arrivals of wheat-laden cars south- 
west told heavily upon values, though 
a hard tumble came earlier when gen- 
eral rain was reported in the north- 
west. Prices are now almost back 
where they were before the recent 
sensational report by the government 
as to the crop situation. The world's 
shipments for last week were larger 
than expected. September ranged be- 
tween $1.01% @1.01% and $1.08%. clos- 
ing easy at $1.01%@1.02, a net de- 
cline of 2%c to 4 5. 

Crop advices today regarding corn 
were excellent. Rains and the wheat 
decline were additional bearish aids. 
Trade was on a large scale. Septem-
